Court Upholds 
Nnisance Issue 
in Liquor Law 


The Prohibition Act providing 


for the abatement of a laquor nui- 


sance by a suit in equity and the 
granting of an injunction, is not 
unconstitutional, according to a 
Federal Court decision just re- 
ceived by Collector Goodcell. 

The court holds that a single 
violation attended by circum- 
stances indicating other acts, is suf- 
ficient to constitute a nuisance. 

It declares that an officer who 
has reason to believe that one is 
engaged in the iliegal sale of liquog 
apd in order to obtain evidence 
purchases liquor from him, is only 
furnishing a law-breaker with an 
opportunity to do that which he 
wishes to do; is not chargeable 
with inducing or soliciting an in- 
nocent person to commit an of- 
tense and Cannot be said to have 
entrapped an innocent person into 
committig the crime. 

Congress has constitutional-power 
to authorize that an action te en- 
join a nuisance may be brought in 
any court having equity jurisdic- 
tion, and it is within the province 
of the legisiative body to prescribe 


what shall consfitute a nuisance, |.
